[1 al! ri2- fe Matters, I confeſs, the French 
take C:..r Mealures lo juftiy, that their 
Prudence 15 to be admired equally with 
then Diltgrnce, and both together ſerve to 
tell us, by what Methods they have ſo won- 
dertully recover'd their Troops aftes ſuth 
terrible L:(ſ-s, as they ſutfer'd the laſt 
Year ;, Liſcs that no Goverament, no Em- 
pire in the World but that, could ſuftain, 
and haye remain'd a Goverameat ; Lofſcs 
that would have reduc'd the Roman Empire 
in its greateſt Glory. 

And what if I ſhould ſay there is a Piece 
of Juſtice due here to King Charles, who 
has a Right to demand Help from 7raly, for 
NMi[:i i his own proper Dominion as King 
of prin, and tho* it be recover'd from 
Fr..z-2 Dy the Emperor, it is recover'd in
